Fire fighters appeared on the 
verge of winning a two-week-old 
battle against timber blazes in 
many areas of the Northwest 
early today. However, new trou 
bic spots were being watched in 
.California and Washington. 

Meanwhile, the U, S. Weathefr 
Bureau updated Its five-day 
forecasts for the region, predict- 
ing . temperatures 10 to 15 de- 
grees above normal and little 
or no rain through the weekend. 

In Oregon, Idaho and Mon- 
tana, all but two major blazes 
were reported controlled 

Canadian officials said the 
number of fires northeast of 
Vancouver ha d b een reduced t o 
about 310, 3.5 less than last 
week's peak. 

The Evergreen Mountain fire 
in Washington was out of con- 
trol. A new blaze spread over 
600 acres Tuesday, bringing the 
number of acres blackened In 
that area to more than 4,000. 

A heat wave In sections "of 
Southern , California lncrea,sed 
possibilities of new blazes near 
an area wliere several homes 
were burned by brush fires ear- 
ly today. Officials reported 
more than 7,800 acres of timber 
and brush land had been'biirned 
In Ventura and Los Angeles 
counties. Two oil pumping, fields 
north of Los. Angeles were also 
threatened,

The UAW national negotiating 
committees at General Motors, 
Ford and Chrysler said they had 
given careful consideration to 
the proposals, however, and 
found them to be unacceptable 
"when measured ngain.st the 
fantastic profitability and pro- 
ductivity of the automotive In 
dustry. 

The union negotiators added 
the offers did not meet the 
"pressing needs of the automo- 
bile industry's workers and their 
families ■ 

The recommendallon that the 
proposals be rejected came as 
no surprise. It was expected, 
since the offers failed to meet 
,several demands which the 
UAW had considered essential 

Meanwhile, the UAW is ex 
pccted to select one of this Big 
Three companies as a strike tar- 
get in the next two days. 

The union Iraditioilally focuses 
on one firm and drives to. a set 
tlement there through negotia 
tlon or strike.

BOISE (AP) — Organizalinn 
of a group known as "Idaho 
Citizens for Right to Work" was 
announced today Vith the objec- 
tive of enacting legislation pro- 
hibiting compulsory union mem' 
bership. 

Ron Johnston of 0 r o f 1 n o, 
chairman of the organizing com- 
mittee, said. the group "will be 
a non-partisan Organization de- 
voted to strictly -a smgle pur- 
pose—protection of the freedom 
to join or not jo join a union for 
every citlZCn In Idaho." 

"Under present law," John 
ston said, "thousands of work- 
ers are compelled to be mem- 
bers of labor unions in order to 
keep their jobs. We believe that 
every employe should have the 
right to join a . union. If he 
chooses. This right is already 
protected by law. 

"A right to work law ixiaf- 
firms the right to join a union 
and add,^ an equal right — the 
right not to join." 

Johnston said Trevelyn White 
of Boise would serve as execu- 
tive director!of "Idaho Citizens 
for Right to Work." White is a 
former minister and insurance 
adviser. 

The "right to work" issue was 
on the ballot in -Idaho in the 
1958 general election In the form 
of an initiative measure. It was 
defeated 118,718 in favor to 121, 
790 opposed.

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WASHINGTON - Just a bowl 
of (hat walniit stetv and maybe a 
couple of leafs of lettuce for itie, 
Roberto. I've just read a report 
on slaughterhouses and meat 
packins- plants by inspeciors 
from the Department of Agricul- 
ture and-l'm turning vegetarian.. 

Man and boy, my innards have 
coped more or less successfully 
with sheep's eyes ih Morocco 
and scallopine of veal sprinkled 
with human hair. In Saigon, but 
such experiences came under 
the heading of occupational haz- 
ards. Here in the good old U.S.A. 
I reserve the right to quail at 
eating a sirloin steak which has 



been separated from a carcass 
"on an open dock by a dir( road 
in. 95-dcgree weather" or a hot 
dog processed in a (flant infest- 
ed wHh "numerous flies" and 
exposed to "vapors from sewer 
opening in the floor/" _ 

By happy coincidence, this re- 
port was released as the House 
was considering legislation ex- 
tending Federal meat inspection 
requirements to cover products 
which are not shipped across 
slate lines. Inspectors noted un- 
sanitary conditions in a number 
of states, Including Maryland, 
Virginia, Kentucliy and Colora- 
do, all of which ate calculated to 



.turn the. average citizen to the 
first available 41^ of boiled 
parsnips. J 

The conditions exist because 
current laws do not cover the 
approximately 15 per cent of 
commercially slaughtered aiii- 
mals and the 25 per cent of'all 
commercially processed meat 
Resigned for consumption with- 
in a given state. President John- 
son had Rep. Neal Smith, D- 
lowa, introduce a bill last Feb- 
ruary to strengthen Federal 
laws, but the Administration was 
embarrassed recently to discdv- 
er that the bill doesn't go far 
enoiigb.

Case Of Mr. Brown 



For one who has been in the public 
eye so briefly — it may seem like 
years, but is was only last spring that 
he.took over the helm of the Student 
Nonviolent Co-ordinating Committee 
from globe-trotting Stokely Carmi- 
chael— Rap Brown has traveled far. 

The latest leg in the bizarre journey 
landed him in jail for carrying a 
weapon across state lines while under 
indictment. Nothing subtle about Mr. 
Brown. The weapon, a carbine, was 
scarcely in the concealed category 
and one wonders what purpose, other 
than the obvious shock value, it was 
supposed to serve. 

There is an air of inevitability about 
this head-on collision with the liaw. 
Careening from incident to calculated 
outrage in his rise to questionable 
eminence as the most stridently in- 
cendiary of the Negro extremists, 
Brown has seemed to desire, even in- 
vite, a showdown on one pretext or 
another. 

He has it now. Legal wheels are 
turning in at least three states — on 
the gun-carrying charge in Louisiana, 
on a charge of inciting to riot and 
arson in Maryland and an extradition 
hearing in Virginia on a charge of un- 
lawful flight to avoid prosecution in 
Maryland. 



the prospect, as the furor surround- 
ing the bail hearings in New York in- 
dicates, is for prolonged and not al- 
ways orderly legal maneuvering. 

Brown is testing a system for which 
he has nothing but contempt. Justice 
in the United States, he says, is a 
' joke. 

In the process, the public also is 
being tested, both on Brown himself 
and on its ability and willingness to 
differentiate between the excesses of 
extremists, , who presume to speak 
and act, for a cause, from the justice 
of that cause itself. 

Patience v^ears thin. It can be 
particularly tiding tiJ hold to the legal 
niceties of a social system in dealing 
with those avowedly seeking that sys- 
tem's_destruction. Already wo hear 
demands for summary treatment of 
Brown and his brother for violence. 

But . the Browns can and must be 
dealt with within the letter of the 
law, as exasperatingly slow as it can 
be at times in spelling out its deci- 
sions. 

Ultimately, the proof of a system is 
not in simple triumph over the chal- 
lenger, but in the degree to which it 
resists subversion of its essential na- 
ture in meeting the challenge. 




■fliat is to say, tlie Johnson'leg- 
islation offers federal aid to 
states that set up mandatory in- 
spectionj programs meeting fed- 
eral standards for meat sold 
OThin their boundaries, but does 
not require the states to estab- 
lish such programs.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. - When 
Lt. Gen. James Gavin says the 
Vietnam war is an old man's 
war he means that while the 
'young are doing. Ihe fighting and 
the dying the old men are mak- 
ing the decisions. 

This has been the order of the 
day since the beginning of re- 
corded history. But for Gavin it 
has infinitely greater meaning 
in the atomic era. The old men 
are making the decisions in a 
tradition going back at least to 
World War I, when that tradi- 
tion is as irrelevant as the code 
of medieval chivalry. For more 
than 20 years Gavin has been 
contending with the traditional- 
ists on the issue of war as usual. 
It began during the Eisenhower 
administration when he was 
chief of research and develop- 
ment and deputy chief of staff 
of the army. 

That was the decade of the 
grand illusion. These twin apn.s- 
tles of economy. Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson and 
.Secretary of tne I rea.su ry 
George M. Humphrey, whittled 
away at defense costs in the be- 
lief that America was secure be- 
hind the nuclear shield. Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
supplied the comfortable ration- 
ale of "niassiver Retaliation" at 
times ' and places of our own 
choosing. Thtr~general in the 
White House took the word of 
the men of wealth of persuasion 
whom he had named to his cabi- 
net. 

Gavin recalls the interminable 
Pentagon debate over the bigger 
bang for a buck, in Wilson's 
words, as against Ihe power to 
stand off limited chalk:nges with 
limited force. That was the 
heart of the Gavin cojtenlion— 
the nuclear deterrent was mean- 
ingless, since the resort to nu- 
clear war would be only in a 
final cataclysm bringing the 
end of civilization and destruc- 
tion of perhaps two-thirds of the 



knew he could not win the argu- 
ment within the walls of the 
Pentagon, he wrote "War and 
Peace in the Space Age." This 
developed his thesis of limited 
means for the limited wars that 
he foresaw as a certainty in a 
revolutionary age.

This is the dogma of the Prus- 
sian 'Strategist, Clausewitz, that 
war is a continuation of politics 
-by-other-means^

A second myth, and this gets 
down to what is happening in 
Vietnam, Gavin ha^ written, is 
that if you destroy enough peo- 
ple and enough property you will 
overcome an enemy's will to re- 
sist.

In his two appearances before

manpower in never-ending con- 
flicts all over the world. 

If these were merely the views 
ol another general they could 
be discounted. Generals do have 
a way of falling out over strat- 
egy and.,.tactics. But Gavin's 
diplomatic background and his 
givi'-anri-lakp in the wnrlfi 



ideas at Harvard count for a lot. 
In a variety of ways Gavin 
has been saying that the an- 
cient furnishing of the military- 
diplomatic mind simply are not 
enough in the nuclear age.

Herrett Center PraiseH By

The Herrett Arts and Science 
Center, Inc., is an unusual place. 
It is unique in its approach to 
education as well as being an 
instructional center for adults, 
teen-agers and children. 

It is now under study by a 
team from UCLA charged with 
making an aplpralsai of what the 
center is capable of doing, and 
whether or not it may join the 
Twin Falls School System in the 
complex job of educating young 
people. 

It is the hope of Norman Her- 
rett, owner and operator of the 
center, that its fine and vast 
collection which day by day is 
not only used, looked at, and 
talked about, but also handled 
by young people will continue 
to be of value to the people of 
Twin Falls and the surrounding 
area. 

Dr. Emma Lou Davis, a 
Ph.D.. from California, who is 
an archaeologist at the San 
Diego Mu.seum of Man, at Bal- 
boa Park, speaks extremely 
well of the facility. On a recent 
trip to T,wjn Falls the Doctor 
pointed oui that,-"lt is tremend- 
ously impressive. It really should 
become a municipal center, lo- 
cally sponsored, rather than the 
efforts of one man. There is 
nothing to compare with it with- 
in 8O0 miles. And without ques- 
tion a great deal of imagination 
has been used to display and 
show the progress of man." 

This year the museum is pre- 
senting a Pre-Columbus South 
American Culture display, with 
young men and women trained 
as speakers to cOmmunlpate ef- 
fectively with youngsters their 
own age. 

Students attending the mu- 
seum, planetarium, and observa- 
tory, pay a small fee of 50 
cents to cover the cost of op- 
eration. The center is incorpo- 
rated and all money received is 
used for the educational com' 
plex. Teachers are encouraged 
to use the facility free for their 
educational need.s. 

The speakers, comprised of 
students, come only from the 
t o p students, according to 
grades, as they graduate from 
the sixth grade at six schools 
in Twin Falls and Kimberly, 
After two years instruction they 
become teachers of the new stu- 
dents interested in teaching the 
program them.selvcs. The pro- 
gram changes every year in re- 
sponse to edilchlional demands. 

David McChire, the director 
of a museum planning grant 
from the Federal Government 
will take the conclusions and 
recommendations offered by the 
UCLA appraisal before the 
school board in September. 

According to McClure, "We 
are at the moment still working 
on gathering material and data 
for use in putting together a 
workable plan. The school board, 
however, will really he the ones 
who determine whether or not 
this program will become a 
part of the school .system."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
Idaho counties are among iiO in 
19 states Involved in a ca.se 
study anaylsis of revenue shar 
ing with the federal government. 

Sen. Len B. Jordan, R-Idaho, 
said Clearwater and Owyhee 
counties have been chosen by 
the Public Land Law Review 
Corfimission for the study. 

Jordan, a member of the com- 
mission, said case studies are 
designed to .show actual influ- 
ence of major public land own- 
ership and use situations on the 
financial structure of state and 
local governmental units.. 

The Land Law Review Com- 
mission will be in Idaho Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday to inspect 
public lands. It will hold hear- 
ings in Spokane, Wash., and 
Jackson, Wyo. 

Jordan said ca.se studies will 
give particular attention to the 
following; 

— Examination of state and 
local government budgets, show- 
ing proportion -represeijted by 
receipts from public lands. 

—Extent to which public lands 
cause financial obligation for 
each state and local govern- 
ment. Including such obligations 
as schools, . roads, police and 
fire protection, public utilities 
and recreation. 

— Description of federal aid 
jprograms .specifically related to 
public lantjs, such as federal 
highway and impacted school 
aid grants. 

— Comparison of revenue 
sharing receipts with payments 
In lieu of tafes. 

— Listing of services or facil- 
Hies provided by federal govern- 
mcnt on the' public lands and 
adjacent non-federal lands, 

— Comparison of total federal 
payments and contributions with 
tax payments If public lands 
were In private ownership.

Possession Of Food May Be Of Most 
Strategic Value In Less Than 8 Years

In less than eight years we 
will embark on a new age — 
an age of widespread and dl.s- 
astrous famines. Nothing will 
avert Ibis crisis. In the new 
age It won't be the possession 
of atomic weapons that will 
have the greatest strategic 
value, but the pos.sesslon of 
food. 

These are the premises nf a" 
new book, "Fainine 1975," by 
a leading agronomist and a 
retired- Stale Department offi- 
cer In be published by Little, 
Brown and Co. The authors 
are brothers. William and Paul 
Paddock, They say that It is 
too late for birth control or 
mammoth agricultural pro- 
grams to avert the crisis. They 
urge that the United States 
write off as hopeless cases a 
numher of underdeveloped and 
developing nations. -They sug- 
gest that American resources 
he used in the fa.shion of mili- 
tary logistics and that they can 
be u.sed in the "time of famines" 
as a catalyst for a new period 
of American greatness. 

The nations and governments 
who are written off as hopeless, 
by the Paddocks may see in the 
work a possible blueprint for an 
official U..S. policy that would 
be hostile to them. 



mises of the Paddocks' despair 
or their projected program to 
build American .strength on the 
hunger of others, we may still 
be grateful if their work pro- 
vokes controversy. The time Is 
now (the Paddocks say It is loo 
late) when peoples and govern- 
ments must be shaken to get 
proper perspectives on popula- 
tion problems. 

In his new best-selling book, 
"Ln Vida," anthropologist O.scar 
Lewis sets forth a theory of 
"the culture of poverty." He 



suggests that it Is characteri.stic 
of impoverished people to live 
for the day and to fail to plan 
for the morrow. 

Another writei' reporting on a 
family planning project in an 
Asian village decries the peo- 
ple's inability to plan, their lack 
of "future orientation." 

These observations about the 
poor are doubtless valid. But 
if we are to decry the short- 
sightedness of the poor, we 
'slirmld be screaming at the my- 
opia of wealthy governments 
and at the relatively well-edu- 
cated people who elect or toler- 
ate those governmenls. 

The governments of all ma- 
jor world powers know that 
population growth is outstrip- 
ping world food production. And 
in proclaimed awareness our 
own government is far ahead of 
the others. 

Yet awareness has not been 
matched by vigorous program- 
ing for either food production 
or fertility control. 

Sen. Ernest Gruening, who 
has been conducting Important 
but too-little-publiclzcd hearings 
on the "population cri«i«)f' has 
pointed out that fewer than 20 
persons in the federal govern- 
ment are working full time ■'on 
birth control problems. 

A special study group of the 
U.S. Public Kealth Service re- 
cently, submitted a report cal-

For example, they estimated 
that a $2 million program to 
get the public to use auto seat 
bells could avert 23,01)0 deaths 
over a five-year period; a $119 
million program for early de- 
tection of cervical cancer would 
save 34,000 lives. The seat-belt 
program would cost S87 a life 
saved; thovjcprvical cancer pro- 
gram would cost $3,500. 

Let's use the same approach. 



Let's treat the "unwanted preg- 
nancy" as the health prob- 
lem it is. What could health 
adminislralors, Congress, and 
voters expect from a SlOO-mil- 
linn-n-year program that would 
serve five million medically in- 
digent women in the childbcar- 
ing years with family planning 
advice and supplies nn a vol- 
untary basis? 

The .'i million Is a minimal 
flgiiFC. We have approximately 
M million women in the child 
bearing years and our poverty 
ratio is rnuphly about 20 per 
cent. In 1965 approximately one 
out nf 10 women In the child 
bearing year gave birth. Using 
the same figures for the poverty 
'group, where contraception is 
practiced less effectively, when 
it is used at all, our group of 
.5 million gave birth to 500,000 
'babies. Including abortions and 
miscarriages, we had a total of 
more than 650,000 pregnancies. 

We have shown earlier that s 
maximum of 60 per cent of 
pregnancies are desired. In 
eluding those that arc unplan 
ned. 

Using the same figures for 
the poverty group, wo come up 
with a staggering total nf 300.- 
000 unwanted babies: 

But this Is only part nf the 
tragedy. Using the national 
figures of the March nf Dimes, 
at least 18,000 of these unwant- 
ed babies were born with ser- 
ious birth defects. And based on 
U.S. government figures, the 
fetal deaths, neonatal deaths, 
and infant deaths, (under 1 
year) experienced among this 
group of women would exceed 
17,000 in the single year. 



Compared with the U.S. prob- 
lem, the fertility control prob- 
lems of the developing'^hatlons 
are staggering. Yet there are 
hopeful signs on the horizon. 

The U nited Arab Republic, 
faced' with an annual growth 
rate of 2.1, which would dou- 
ble its 31 .million population in 
only 26 years, has launched a 
massive' fertlJily - control pro- 
■gVam, In less thml^ight months 
it has put 500,000 women on oral 
contraceptives and fitted thou- 
sands of other women with In- 
trauterine devjces,- 

Pakistan, with 121 million 
people and a growth rate that 
would double its population In 
only 22 years, has just opened 
a pill factory that will provide 
oral contraceptives' for millions 
of women. 

India, which every year adds 



almost II million, mouths lb its 
already underfed population, has 
the^"-largest-of-8ll— gover-nmont- 
programs. It pays Indian men to 
permit sterilization operations, 
has launched a huge campaign 
t(j insert the Lippes loop (the 
most widely used intrauterine 
device) and has just approved 
use of the oral contraceptives. 

These governments and others, 
most notably Korea and Taiwan, 
have received encouragement 
and technical support, from pri- 
vate American groups such as 
the Population Council of the 
Ford Foundation. These organi- 
zations' and Hie International 
Planned Parenthood Federation 
have done superb pioneering 
work in demonstrating the use 
ai^d efficacy of contraceptive 
methods.

Another hopeful sign was 
passage by the U.N. General 
Assembly last- year of -a reso-~ 
lutlon on population growth and 
economic development, which 
for- the first time ppmits U.N.' 
agencies to assjst^untries re- 
questing help lor advisory ser- 
vices in the field of population. 

But even vastly improved pro- 
grams In couatrles with runaway 
population growth will not neces- 
sarily obviate the catastrophe 
of famine predicted by Rayitiond 
Ewell. the Paddocks and others. 
The hope Is that the catastro- 
phes may be reduced in sc6pe.

University Study Targets 6 
U.S. Cities As Riot-Prone 



WASHINGTON (AP) - A uni- 
versity study targets six U.S. 
cities as ridt-prone because 
their white and Negro residents 
are poles apart In percelvlrig 
slum problems. 

Dr- John P. Spiegel, director 
of Brandeis University's Lem- 
berg Center for the Study of VI 
olence, said the study pinpointed 
Cleveland, Dayton and Akron, 
all in Ohio, and Pittsburgh, San 
Francisco aiid Boston, 

"We are convinced that any 
one of the six cities could have a 
Hot,".Stfiegel told the Senate 
Judiciary Committee Tuesday. 
"The same elements are 
present in all of them." 

Without saying which city, 
Spiegel told the Senate panel 
that In one, 65 per cent of the 
Negroes Interviewed com- 
plained of a lack of job oppor- 
tunities, while only 27 per cent 
of the whites queried agreed 
Negroes had such a prob^lem. 

In another city, said Spiegel, 
77 per cent of the Negroes are 
ired by lack of decent housing. 
Only 26 per cent of the whites 
saw this as a major problem. 



"Attitudes have become so po- 
larized that blacks and whiles 
are almost adversaries," said 
Spiegel. •

The speech used by the men 
who work in the sprawling fi- 
nancial district at the lower end

Wall Street", may sound like a 
foreign language to an outsider. 
Some of the' phrases from the 
jargon of the financial world 
nave crept bto the common lan- 
guage, but many remain ob- 
scure or ill-defined to those not 
Immediately associated with the 
scene.

Chrysler and the other mem- 
bers of the Big Three offered 
the UAW -a package . contract 
proposal Tuesday that the com- 
panies say would boost wage 
benefits alone by 33 to SI cents 
an hour. The Big Three's offer 
was estimated unofficially as'a. 
S:25 per cent Increase over the 
current provisions, but neither 
side confirmed this. 

John J. RIccardo, a Chrysler 
vice president, told the newsmen 
the company is investing $300 
million for the 1968 models 
which include newcomers In the 
compact and intermediate lines. 

He said the Chrysler lino will

One holds that bear may 
come from the old proverb of 
selling a bear's skin before the 
bear is taught, and. that bull 
may (Tome from the habit those 
powerful animals have of toss- 
ing things up into the air with 
their horns 



You mention trying to cash an 
Interest coupon. So, it's obvious , 
that your debentures were In 
"bearer form" — meaning that 
your name did nOt appear on the 
debentures or on the record 
books of the company.

fairs. Sorry to bo rough on you. 
But you nave no one else to

Lincoln County Probate^ 
Judge Has 38 Petitions 



SHOSHONE — There were 
petitions handled for juvenile 
cases In (he local Probale Court 
the past year, according to re- 
part filed by Judge C. M, Wilson 
t/) -the Stale Public Health De- 
partment. 

Of the 38 the majority were 
male, with repeaters under one 
petition making a total of 39 
male and six female youths 
handled in the court, 

There were four male cases 
for stealing, one for running 
away, one for forKery,. eight for 
sex offenses, nine for liquor vio 
lallons, 12 traffic, five for other 
offenses. Most of the youth traf- 
fic cases for the county are 
handled by the Justice of Peace 
Court. 

The six clris who were handled 
were one each for truancy, forg- 
ery, sex and two traffic. 

Ages include 23 male and two 
females at 17, seven male and 
two female at 16, three, male, 
15, 1 male 12 and seven male 
under 11 years. 

Nineteen were placed on pro- 
bation, one committed to jail, 
three committed to the state 
Board of Health and 10 trans- 
ferred to other Juvenile courts. 

Thirteen were placed under 
the juveiiile probation officer. 



four under adult probation of- 
ficer and the remainder handled 
as the court felt necessary, ei- 
ther through transfer or by re- 
port to him, 

Judge Wilson states that court 
work with juveniles is much 
more time consuming than the 
public realizes. As an example, 
he said with many cases, spch 
as traffic, the matter is handled 
with one appearance and boolts 
are easily closed. 

While wllh the Juvenile case, 
many appearances are most of- 
ten required, hearings and book 
work will continue on one ca.se 
for many months. <ind some- 
times years, and there is no fine 
or record showing county of- 
ficials or llie public that any 
work has been done through .the 
office. 

The Juvenile matters, too, are 
not made public, in most cases, 
which is for the benefit of the 
child, and thus much of juvenile 
court workers' time Is not recog- 
nized -14y the public or even 
county officials who administer 
other business pertaining to the 
court. 

Mr. Wilson feels pride, how- 
ever, in accomplishment in Ju- 
venile work through his court, 
stating most of the youths who 



have appeared have responded 
well a nd— have— not— had—te-re- 
appear, that a majority of them 
.seem to have benefited as result 
of the experience. 



Vietnamese Press Comes To 
Life With Campaign Coverage

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 
nam's presidential campaign is 
making the local press livelier 
than ever before. The newspa- 
pers are enjoying their freedom, 
but frequently adding more heat 
than light to the election. 

When political censorship .was 
lifted last month few editors 
were ready to accept the decree 
of Premier t^guycn Cao Ky at 
face value. -Jls tlie candidates 
themselves grew bolder, howev- 
er, the press followed suit. 

Now the newspapers have sur- 
passed the politicians and the 
reader is getting a heady politi- 
cal diet. The censored white 
space or delicate circumlocu- 
tions of the past has been re- 
placed by uninhibited reporting. 

Within the past few weeks 
Chief of State Nguyen Vao 
Thieu, a presidential aspirant, 
has been called a traitor in 
print. Lesser though similarly 
emphatic labels have been ap- 
plied to all his civilian rivals for 
the presidency, 

Such free-wheeling treatment 
is not universal in Saigon's 38 
daily newspapers published in 
Vietnamese, Chinese, French or 
English. But it is widespread 
enough to have made can- 
didates of all stripes wince, j 
Since the newspapers represent j 
practically all brands of opinion 
save Communism or outright 
neutralism, they have lasht^ 
out at everyone. 

Thieu and his vice-presidential 
running mate, Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky, were stung daily. 

A wide range of newspapers— 
mostly two- and four-slieet dai- 
lies with more enthusiasm than 
money — have printed charges , 
that Ky and Thieu are using 
their governmental positions to 
put pressure on provincial offi- 
cials, 

The honesty of the election 
machinery has become the 
overriding Issue sc( far as the 
newspapers are concerned. 

Provincial officials are 
brea-king-tbeir-backs-to-suppflU 
Thieu and Ky," one daily 
charged. "Obviously they are 
doing this to strengthen their 



own positions with their boss- 
es." 

Although the papers have bor- 
rowed the' words "hpwk" and 
"dove" from tile American 
press, none has come forward 
with anything like a conciliatory 
policy toward the Communists. 
They might generally be classi- 
fied as outright hawks or just 
plain hawk,s, although . prac 
tically all of them are con.scious 
of ihc peace issue and discuss 
how it might he brought about. 

On such issues as land re- 
form, taxes, corruption or the 
American presehce in Vietnam, 
the papers like the candidates 
have been noisier than they 



have been specific. 

On the other hand they have 
used their new,' and possibly 
temporary, freedom to bring a 
lot of is'sUes into the public do- 
main. The U.S. presence is no; 
longer sacrosanct. j 

There are areas where thei 
press is still reluctant to ven- 
ture too far. When the military, 
junta recently disclosed that a-, 
shakeup was being planned in 
which' some corrupt officers' 
would get the ax, the local press , 
named no names although for-' 
eign correspondents freely did

Negro open-housing demonstra- 
tors, saved by a barrage of po- 
lice tear gas from surging walls 
of screaming, rock-throwing 
whites, returned to their head- 
quarters Tuesdety night and 
watched It ravaged by fldines. 

Fire o/flclafs said the fire that 
destroyed the headquarters of 
the Milwaukee Youth Council of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
was caused by an arsonist.- 

The blaze erupted less than an 
hour alter council members, led 
by their adviser, the Rev. 
James E. Groppi, a white Ro- 
man Catholic priest, escaped 
from a white throng police esti- 
mated at 13,000. 

The hecklers spilled over side- 
walks along the 22-block route 
that look the marchers . deep 
into the predominantly Polish 
South Side. 

The mob, chanting "kill, kill, 
kill," hurled insults, bottles and 
rocks at tlie-200 marchers pro- 
tected by a thin line of police- 
men. 

Police sajd 45 persons were 
arrested. 

Twenty-lwo persons were in- 
jured, II of them policemen. 

A similar demonstration along 
the same route Monday night 
resulted in 16 arrests and two 
injuries. 

Less than an hour after the 
marchers groped their way 
through a protective screen of 
tear gas toward a viaduct lead- 
ing out of the South Side Tues- 
day night, they were caught up 
in a neiv crisis.

Sgt. Ffank Miller said the 
council members began protest- 
ing what they called lack of po- 
lice protection as they" began 
moving out of the bus.

Shrimp Will 
Be Released 
In Lakes 

BOISE — One million Mysis 
shrimp, give or lake a few, are 
being collected alive in British 
Columbia's Kootenay Lake for 
shipment and release In eight 
widely separated Idaho trout 
lakes. 

This Is the third year In a 
row that the Idaho Fish and 
Game Depnrtmenl has brought 
many thousands of these small 
crustaceans, called "opossum 
shrimp" because they carry 
their young in- pouches or folds 
of skin in the same way mar- 
supials do, for introduction into 
stale waters. 

Earlier release's of npossun 
shrimp were collected al Water- 
ton Lake in Alberta, Canada. 

They were introduced 
Into Priest Lake, Anderson Res- 
crvoir, Pond Oreille Lake and 
some lakes In the Stanley area. 
The goal this— year Is 300,000 
shrimp each for Priest and Pend 
Oreille lakes, and 100,000 each 
for Payette and Anderson Ranch 
and 50,000 each for Stanley, Al- 
turas, Redflsh and Petlit lakes. 

'I'his same fresh water shrimp 
species was inlorduced into 
Kootenay Lake several years 
ago. Since that time substantial 
increases in size of bolh ko- 
kance and trout have been at- 
tributed to opossum shrimp. 
They look like small crayfish 
and arc about '/t of an inch 
long, They dwell near Ihe- bot- 
-torn of dcip lakes during day- 
light hours and inigralc to the 
surface at night. Tlicy are un- 
like native Idaho shrimp that 
live only in shallow lakes and 
slrcums.

The '14-year-old Unruh Is Cali- 
fornia's most potent legislator, 
and its niost powerful Democrat 
in the wake of last fall's Repub- 
lican election victories which 
placed Ronald Reagan In the 
governor's chair.

For decades, too many legis- 
lative halls have been power 
vacuums. Unruh feels, echoing 
and rubber-stamping the de- 
mands of special Interest 
groups. 

Now Unruh sees the pendu- 
lum beginning to swing back, 
with California In the forefront. 

"It's very slow," said Unruh 
during an Interview in his of- 
fice, part of an expansive com- 
plex which houses the speaker's 
staff. His own office Is decorat- 
ed with modern paintings and 
mementoes ot Unruh's travels 
and his association with the 
Kennedy family. 

Seldom does Unruh preside 
over the Assembly, and fie nor- 
mally speak.s— in eloquent rising 
and falling (nne.s— only on llie 
major Issues, or a pet bill. 

The prime resistances to 
.strong state legislatures comes 
from the business community. 
Unruh contends, "not so much 
out of fear of the legislature, but 
because businessmen > know 
what their situation is now and 
they don't know what It would 
be.'- 

Other opposition comes from 
the vast federal' bureaucracy, 
Unruh further believes, ciiing a 
fruitless attempt to gel a feder- 
al study grant for legislative 
leaders. 

Despite all this, Upruh says 
states have done" more in the 
past three years than in the pre- 
vious half century to ffquip their 
governments with tiie tools 



needed to act decisvely. 

"It has- begun.. .but there Is a 
long way to go," Unruh said. 

California has come far. All 
IJOiegislators— 80in-theT\^em^ 
biy and 40 in the Senate— have 
offices, both in the Capitol and 
In their home districts.' Most 
have an administrative assist- 
ant. 

Committees and their chair- 
men have staff consultants for 
research, and the legislative 
branch has Its own well-paid fis 
cat and legal experts. 

Last fall, Californlans over- 
whelmingly approved a consti- 
tutional amendment, making 
the legislators' post virtually a 
tulltime job. The measure es- 
tablished annual general ses- 
sions, with no limit on length 
or subject matter. Legislators" 
salaries went from $6,000 to 
i\6.m a year, and they were 
covered by a code of ethics. 

Counting his $25 a day ex- 
pense allowance, the California 
legislator earned more than 
$21,nnO for the record 
217-day-long 1967 regular ses- 
sion. 

It's too early for the amend- 
ment to produce -dramatic 
changes, Unruh said. But one 
effect has been to ease the 
crush of bills, including critical 
financial measures, which used 
to pile up toward the end of the 
former 120-day regular seslons. 

A major criticism of the na- 
tional Committee for Economic 
Development in a recent report 
was" that legislative seats were 
unattractive to qualified candi- 
dates and legislators too often 
were nonentities, unknown to 
many of their constituents. 

Unruh concurs in the need for 



legislators to be In public view 
Visibility Is the greatest. safe- 
guard against corruption.'..thc 
greatest guarantee of perform- 
ance," he said. "The less vi.sl- 
biliiy you have, the more 
shockingly (Inept) legislators you 
have."

Taller than a 12-story building 
and six times more powerful 
than the Atlas rocket which car- 
ried the Mercury astronaut)) into 
orbit, the power-laden 127-foot 
long Titan IIIC, developing 2,'S 
thousand pounds of thrust, can 
hurl more than 10 tons into a 
precise 115-miIe-high orbit. 

In space probes to date,' the 
Titan IIIC has performed be- 
yond all expectations.

"Dumb Cop" Enjoys Very Little 
Popularity With Young And Old

PEORIA, Hi. (NEA) - Last 
summer a Peoria grade school 
teacher 'was familiarizing a 
class bf tots with the duties of 
various city agencies. The in- 
structor held up pictures of sev- 
eral employes and asked the 
children what each man did. 

The kids said the fireman "put 
out fires." The engineer "built 
roads." The animal welfare man 
"caught stray dogs." The sani- 
tation worker "picked up the 
garbage." 

And what about the police of- 
ficer? 

"He's dumb," one child .snid. 
"He hurts you," another com- 
mented, 

'He shoots you," added a 
third. 

The answers .may surprise 
some readers biit they by no 
means surprise policemen in 
this nation. In fact, law officers 
expect such comments. They 
know full well that a good part 
of the public, adult as well as in- 
fant, dislike all "dumb cops." 

'I've been on the force five 
years," says Patrolman Billy 
Pollard, "and in that lime I've 
seen the same look in a lot of 
faces. It's not a very nice look

sometimes." 

Loolts, however, are the least 
serious ' manifestalions of the 
problem, Recently, Poliarti ex- 
perienced a somewhat stiffer de- 
gree of it. He was worlting a 
south side district at the time 
and had detained a probable 
lawbreaker. 

As Pollard questioned his sus- 
pect a quiet crowd began to 
gather. A.s they clustered, the 
suspect became bellicose. He re- 
fu.sed to co-operate and told the 
officer not to touch him. In -the 
course of the argument the men 
scuffled. 

Then the crowd began to 
grumble. Somebody said some- 
thing about police brutality. 
Nasty names were used. Final- 
ly, deliberately, a small boy 
pulled a toy pistol froth a -toy 
holster, aimed it at Pollard and 
pulled the toy trigger. 

"Bang," he snapped, "the 
dumb cop's dead." 

The kid was not playjng. Not 
really. He meant it. He saw the 
policeman as his enemy. And, 
as most police agree, . why 
shouldn't he? Millions of boys 
learn from infancy not to re- 
spect the law officer bUt to fear 
him and jeer him. 



"It's partly the parents' 
fault," says Pollard. "Every 
time some parents see their kids 
do something wrong they auto- 
matically yell: 'Don't you do 
that or we II get the cops after 
youl The cops'll lock ybu upl 
The cops'll get you!" ' 

"Kids remember that all their 
lives." 

Kids also remembei- the times 
their father got traffic tickets 
and came home.lo rap the entire 
police setup. They remember the 
neighbor kids making obscene 
comments at passing squad 
cars. They remember the filthy 
jokes made about "the fuzz." 

And so it is that cop haters 
are bred. 

"It's a serious thing," says 
Peoria .Police Chief Bernard 
Kennedy. ','It's not so much that 
it hurts Individual policemen 
but. rather, that it hurts over-all 
police work. Without public co- 
operation, the police job is mea- 
surably harder. 

"Not everyone in Peoria dis- 
likes the police, certainly. In 
fact, we enjoy a good deal of 
public co-operation. You c^ tell 
that from the number of phone 
calls we receive from private 
citizens who see something or 



hear something suspicious. 

"But like most other cities, 
we find some public disinterest. 
I - guess it's a sign of the times 
that today we see auto bumper 
stickers proclaiming 'Support 
Your Local Police.' The fact 
that such stickers are necessary 
is, I think, very sad." . 

Obviously, bumper stickers 
offer neither salve jnor solution 
to the-problem of public apathy 
in the United States. What is 
needed, according to both sides, 
Is more overt communications 
between the cops and the citi- 
zens. . _ 

In Peoria, as elseVvhere, peo- 
ple remain aloof from the police 
and vice versa. The station 
house is a place of horrors to 
avoid. The sight of a' patrol car 
in a rear view rtilrror sends 
shudders through even the saf- 
est of drivers. 

Who is to blame? Both sides 
are guilty, both sides preju- 
diced. 

"Well," admits a rookie pa- 
trolman, "I guess it's true I get 
a little sour now and then. But 
this is a lough job. The people 
have got to understand our prob- 
lem.i." 

"Well," admits a Peoria drug- 
ist, "I really don't have any- 
thing against the police except 
they act so superior. They've got 
to understand that people are 
human beings." 

The comments are typical, 
hero and everywhere. Police

Among men St good faith, con- 
ciliation and agreement should 
be easy.

"I was on the force two 
years,'; complains a former Pe- 
oria law officer.

Yet in that time I bet I got 
dozens of nasty calls from 
townspeople. The anonymous 
ones were the worst. You never 
heard such talk." 

So the man quit. 

As he says: "I just got sick of 
being a dumb cop."

four-spade bid. We iiltc to raise 
our partner's major suit on most 
occasions but tliis time North 
should have seen that a diamond 
opening might hurt four spades 
while the chances were that 
nothing could hurt him if ho 
played at three no-trump. 

Actually, it would take a club 
lead to beat South at three no- 
trump but East had bid a dia- 
mond and West opened his part- 
ner's suit against the spade con- 
tract. 

Dummy's jack lost to East's 
queen and East made the good 
return of a trump, This put mat- 



ters squarely up to South. He 
wanted to establish dumltiy's 
heart suit in order to discard a 
couple of his clubs but he also 
didn't want yest in .the lead 
again.

(AP) — A Cuban 
exile said today a flotilla of 
nearly 200 vessels will sail Sept.

Keys to carry relatives of per- 
sons held In Cuba to the Island 
and back. 

Raymond Donestevcz, 31- 
year - old boat builder, said 
the 5 a.m. (EDT) departure will 
coincide with the Cuban cele- 
bration of Our Lady of Charity 
Day In honor of Cuba's pa- 
troness. 

Donestevez, president of the 
"Cuban Bloc for the Liberation 
of Political Prisoners," said the 
group intends to deliver to the 
Cuban government a document 
seeking amnesty for the'prlS' 
oners. 

Cuban exiles In Puerto Rico 
said they planned to send a 
flotilla to Miami Sept. 3 or 4 to 
join Donestevez. 

Donestevcz said he had made 
four illegal trips to Cuba in the 
last two years and persuaded 
Cuban authorities to free three 
political prisoners. 

The Cuban leader said he had 
cabled Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro to Inform him of the 
group's Intention' and asked 
Mexican President Gustavo diaz 
Ordaz to Intercede with the Cu; 
ban government but neither has 
replied. 

A U.S. State Department 
spokesman said the U.S In no 
way condones the Donestevez 
venture and travel to Cuba with- 
out permission Is illegal. Any- 
one participating In the flotilla 
is subject to prosecution, be 
added.
